The record payments, up about 
$200,000 from last year, apply to

state-owned conservation lands in- 
eluding state forests, parks and 
recreation areas, game areas, and 
public water access sites. 

Of the total, some $805,000 has 
been paid out tor—tax-reverted_and 
gifted state lands throughout Mich- 
jgan, and for purchased conserva- 
tion properties in the northern two- 
thirds of the state.
